to these reports General Gutierrez 
abandoned the provisional presidency 
conferred upon him by the Yilla-Zapa- 
ta element and fled the capital without 
the formality of resigning his office, j 
General Roque Gonzales Garza, recent­ 
ly chosen chairman of the convention, 1 
immediately took charge. 
There is 
some disagreement among the reports 
received here as to whether he as­ 
sumed the title of provisional presi­ 
dent of Mexico or whether he merely 
regards himself as the supreme au­ 
thority for the Mexican federal dis­ 
trict. 
One report stated that for a time 
the Mexican capital was in a turmoil 
and that a general outbreak of looting 
was feared. 
General Garza took ef­ 
fective measures for policing the city, 
however, and the situation is said to 
be fairly quiet. 


Garza Preserving Peace. 


General Garza in a formal statement 
declared that Gutierrez had ordered 
the evacuation of the city by practi­ 
cally all of the small force left there. 
This Garza declared would have left 
ihe city defenseless, and he immedi­ 
ately took charge in the interests of 
the preservation of the safety of the 
city itself.
